Moreell states: "T 
objective of ACA... is to elder ‘constitutional conservatives’ to the Congress of the United Stat 
‘on, 1960 activities listed thesf specific political activities: activating and training new workers; distributing, m 
licizing and suggesting uses fo the ACA Index and voting records of other groups; designing special campaign devi 
and newspaper ads; providing speech material; helping in fund appeals; istribution of printed materi, | 

During the 1960 campaign, ACA claims it worked in 21 Senate and 159 House campaigns, with 133 bel 

= Suedessful, Its assistance to endorsed candidates tends to be either indirect or in the form nf manpower rather th 
money, In the 1962 elections, ACA claimed that 135 of its 184 candidates won. Direct assistance went to 46 rà 


їп 16 stares, with at least 16 ACA-paid field men working in the campaigns. Reportedly, 25 of the 46 campaig

To achieve а high ACA Index rating, a legislator must vote against foreign aid, farm programs, housin 
unemployment benefits, aid ta depressed areas, improved social security, aid tn education, federal resource develo 
ment, almost all social welfare programs, and for restriction of labor unions.

As of 1963, the highegt ACA Senate ratings (among Senators who have served in more tha one Congress) 
went to John Tower (Re Tas), Barry Goldwater (ReAriz.), Сай Curtis (№), Harry Byrd (DeVa), 
Roman Hruska (КЛМ), and John Willams (R-Del.).

ACA Structure and Finances 


АСА also works through local chapters. In 1963 it claimed 29 chapters in 21 states—roughly double the 
number of chapters reported the previous year, States said to have more than one chapter were Illinois, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, and Wiseonjin. Dues sre set by the local chapter but a portion goes 
to the national organization, which also collects substantial amounts directly. 

From inception through she end of 1963 АСА had collected a total of $621,966 ani reported expenditures 
of $582,611. While its budget ўл non-election years js generally below rhe $100,000 mark, it rises substantially 
‘hen there is a campaign, In 1960, ts first presidentis? election year, ACA spent nearly $188,000. Two years later 
when only Congressional seats were involved, its spending amounted ta $115,000, including more than $28,000 for 
its "feld program."

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While this annual round-us of the right wing was in gestation, I received a news- 
paper article datelined from Green Bay, Wisconsin, a town best known for champion- 
ship football, describing the resurgence there of ultraconservatism, The community 
pattern laid out in the article matched so closely what I see as a national pattern that 
I have incorporated the entire article in this text (on the opposite page) and urge you 
to read it at this voint, with thanks to an Unnamed reporter of the Milwaukee Journal, 





Here are the points of the article which I would emphasize as having special national 
significance: 


-- The John'Birch Society, as а major militant right-wing group, has increased its 
printed messages and local outlets for them, XL 


-- The ultraconservatives have learned how to blend into the locality and have become 


more sophisticated, If they were once unwelcome in many parlors, they аге now invited 
into all kinds of homes, 


-- Measuring the strength of the right-wing movement is difficult because many people 
are unwilling to join measurable organizations, even though they agree, 


-- Leadership is not effectively rallying all sympathizers into any one camp. 


-- The Goldwater defeat in 1964 did not dismay his adherents; on the contrary, they 
have turned their lalents to community organization of a less partisan nature, 





-- The far-right is busily sponsoring community-oriented lectures and gifts of book: 


to schools and librarie. 





=~ Most people, including politicians, don't know how to assess the influence, 


I went along at the time -- and still do -- with two observers of the influence, 
William Wyant reported in the St, Louis Post-Dispatch last February that "promoters 
of the ultra-conservative line can be counted on to fish troubled waters with undiminished 
zeal," And a nonpolitical observer, the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith, con- 
cluded in February of 1965: "The real accomplishment of the Radical Right in 1964 was 
in the exposure of millions of Americans to its message, in new recruits to its member- 
ship ranks, and in a reservoir of potential new recruits built up, , . through their efforts 
in the Goldwater campaign, , ," Asa result, said ADL, the election "left the Radical 
Right s г ever and poised Tor new propaganda and recruitment drives which 


are already under way." 


Testimony along this line came early from the right wing itself, A member of the 
National Council of the John Birch Society, Col, Laurence Bunker, said of Goldwater's 


defeat: "As far as we are concerned, it was only an Incident In the war. Even if Gold- 


Water had won, the war would continue,"

Dr, Billy James Hargis, head of Christian Crusade, said: "The time is more urgent 
than ever for informed Americans to intensify their grass roots educational activity, " 


And Gen, Bonner Fellers, a leader of at least four right-wing groups, said that his

1, Political activity 





With these generalizations and exhortations aside, let us look at the significant 
developments of the past year, 








(a) Established right-wing groups stepped up their political Activity, The be 
example is the John Birch Society, Though still claiming to be educational and not 
political, JBS announced early last year that it would organize 50 chapters in each of 
325 Congr erstens SIs Ters А TS See анаа e 
of several years, to cover increased activity of this kind, The declaration i: ied 
budget of $6; 000, 000 in 1965 and one of. 00, 000 for this year, which would put it 
above both the Republican and Democratic National Committees in terms of financial 
resources for the 1966 Congressional elections, 





ica уно has strengthened its ultraconservative punch 
/ dy hiring а retired D, jommissioner, General Thomas Lane, as its President and 
enlarging its board by 20, including 9 former Congressmen and s medical doctor Who 

is also a Birch leader. 


Liberty Lobby, which slugged President Johnson during the 1964 campaign with a 
widely-circulated tabloid about him, has acquired a more vigorous staff, added many 
extremists to its board, and stepped up its political voice. So far to the right that it 
has attacked the Republican leaders in Congress (Senator Dirksen and, at that time, 
Rep. Halleck), Liberty Lobby's latest political tabloid sings the praises of Alabama's 
Governor, George Wallace, 





(b) New groups have sprung ap in the political arena, Three groups of ardent 
Goldwater fans were organized right after the election. They are: 








American Conservative Union, led until recently by former Congressman 
Donald Bruce (R-Ind]. Supported by numerous big names in the right wing, ACU set 
out to raise $400, 000 the first year, although its financial reports to date indicate that 
it may raise only a little more than half that much, 


Eres Society Association, headed by Denison Kitchel, Goldwater's campaign 
manager, with Goldwater's tele B, help. Budget plans exceed $2, 000, 000, 
United Republicans of America, a relatively minor group patterned after the 
GOP faction in California which helped put Goldwater over, URA started in close co- 
operation with Liberty Lobby, working within the GOP, rather than starting a third party 
for ultraconservatives, 
/ H, L. Hunt, the oil billionaire who ig best known in the right wing for his 


durable "Life Line" program, wunced a new operation called "District Speakers, Inc, ' 
This is designed to stimulate young orators їп тетү Congresos SIUE" strict by speaking 
contests "tto alert and activate those who can speak or learn to speak fluently in the cause 
of preserving the freedom and sovereigaty of our nation, " ition to Hunt the execu. 
tiye Committee includes popular singer Pat Boone, TV actor Clint Walker, football playe 
Jack Kemp, Dallas banker Robert H, Stewart III, and veteran right-wing supporter Gen. 
Robert E. Wood, the retired head of Sears Roebuck, TEMO

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Young Americans ior Freedom, best known as YAT, has been in the political 
arena since its founding in 1960 as а sort of Goldwater cheering section; but it announced

In addition, new secret meetings have been disclosed which involve some of 
the same strategists who started back in 1962 to draft Goldwater, And reports subpoena 
by а Congressional Committee after the election disclosed that the srs orm 
Institute received more than $1, 000, 000 in a two and one-half year period. Altho mns е 
tax-exempt AEI purports to publish objective material and cannot engage in political ac- 
tivity, Goldwater's top campaign advisers included AEI President William J, Barood:

(c) The right wing has shown surprising strength in elections since 1964. It is 
sometimes difficult, of course, to sort out right-wing activists from ordinary conserva- 
tives, with whom this paper is not concerned; but there have been some noteworthy achie 
ments among the former. 





The Conservative Party of New York, led by William Buckley, Jr,, National 
Review editor turned mayorality candidate, got 339, 000 votes, or 13,4%, and came very 
close to deciding the winner, It turned out that he probably aided bis chief opponent, 
liberal Republican John Lindsay, but be set out to swing a bloc of votes aad he did do tha: 
Lindsay failed to get a majority and won by only 136,000 votes, Meanwhile, the Conserv: 
tive Party bit a new high, 


А similar pattern obtained in Virginis, where an unusually strong Republican 
candidate threatened the long-time Democratic hold on the Governor's office, and the new 
Conservative Party of that State -- running ап avowed Birch Society member -- polled 
about 70, 000 votes, or 13.5%. Again, the Conservative candidate polled more than 
enough to tip the balance -- Democrat Godwin, who moderated previous positions on 
Segregation, failed to get a majority by 2%. Incidentally, George Lincoln Rockwell, 
Fuhrer of the American Nazi Party, got 6,312 votes for Governor.

Ata Chicago meeting earlier in the year, called by the Courtneys and others 
pushing for the third party technique for conservatives, nothing was decided firmly; but 
several local leaders went back to their states to organize Conservative parties outside 
of the GOP, 


Throughout the Southern states, reporters are noting the activity of right- 
wing groups in the general uprise of Republican candidates which is being augmented by 
the Democratic adherance to a strong civil rights position, Earlier, during the Presi- 
dential campaign, segregationist Governor Wallace, a Democrat, found willing workers 
among the right-wing leaders of the North as well, 


And the most interesting race coming up will center on movie star Ronald 


Reagan for Governor of California. Besides being a hero to the radical right, an image 
he is now trying to dissolve, Reagan has been active in several right-wing groups and 


functions, His last-minute TV appeal for Goldwater was considered the best of the ca 
paign techniques used by the III La candidat

(d) The right-wing has kept pressure on Congress, One of the main results of any 











political activity is, of course, influence on legislation and policy, The right wing has 
rarely been successful outright in passing or defeating specific measures, however muci 
it may have had indirect influence; but the past year provided an example of quite clear- 
gut victory for а right-wing group -- defeat of the proposed consular treaty by Liberty 
Lobby, This was a тайа: ЫЫ эсиге proposal for TEE arrangements with other 
countries for diplomatic business until pressure started being felt on Congress to the 
fect that the treaty would legalize Russian spying, The picture is blurred somewhat by 
the fact that expected opponents seized on testimony along this line by the Director of 
our FBI, J, Edgar Hoover, Dut it seems clear sow that ive паа blower delivered by 
Liberty Lobby in the form of a barrage of alarm mail, Anyway, this far-right group has 


been credited with the defeat by responsible newspapers and by Senator J, William Ful- 
bright, Chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee, 





Liberty Lobby and others lost battles against the liberalized immigration bill, 
but they have not yer lost or won the fight over repeal of 14b (authority for state "right- 
to-work"' laws) or reapportionment, exemplified by the Dirksen bill to curb authority 
of the Supreme Court to require reapportionment, They are aided chiefly in the reappor 
tionment fight by the nation's largest farm organization, the American Farm Bureau 


Federation. which has gone so far as to publish 2 picture of Governor George Wallace 
‘helping its well-organized drive for the Dirksen measure, 


Personalities have also become involved in right-wing attitudes toward Con- 
gressional business, For instance, the right wing has mounted a vague campaign which 
I can only call the Otepka campaign, This refers to Otto Otepka, a State Department 
security specialist who is fighting removal orders which are intertwined with hearings 
by the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, A tremendous volume of mail comes to 
Congress pleading for Otepka but seldom saying what to do about him, Although this is 
now an ultraconservative campaign, there may yet be a civil liberties issue involved 
which will bring in liberal voices as well in the next few months. 


IL Civil rights and law enforcement 


A relatively new subject for the non-racist part of the organized right wing entered 
the stage in 1965 by virtue of passage a few months earlier of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. То it was added new concern for law enforcement, Always seeming to avoid being 
anti-Negro or anti-minority of any kind, the right wing chanted the old refrain, rape of 
states rights, Then the riote in the Watts area of Los Angeles, together with "free 
speech demonstrations at Berkley and peace demonstrations which often overlapped 
with civil rights movements, gave the radical right something to trumpet about, 








Shortly before the Watts riots, the Joha Birch Society had organized one of its 
thinly-disguised subsidiaries called TACT-- Truth About Civil Turmoil Committees, 
The August Bulletin to JBS members included a flyer headed "What's Wrong With Civil 
Rights?" which appeared in many newspapers as an ad, (Опе of the answers was that 
the movement "has been deliberately and almost wholly created by the Communista, ") 





In addition, JBS kept plugging its campaign to "support your local police" and even 
set up a fund called PAR -- Police Award Reserve ~- to assist the families of policemen 
killed in the line of duty, In August, the Birchers added a sophisticated note by urging 
special support for Negroes appointed to Southern police forces, Also, Birch members 
were discovered on the police forces of several communities, 


= 


A significant arrival in the JBS orbit during this time was W, Cleon Skousen, who 
had appeared on several programs of Dr, Fred Schwarz then асе to froe Tance bis 
talents as public speaker and former positions as FBI agent and Chief of Police of Salt 
Lake City, Skousen showed up last year in the American Opinion Speakers Bureau, 

It has not been reported, incidentally, that he is still an editor of Law and Order, а 


magazine widely circulated among policemi 


At the same time, the Birch Society bas been emphasizing its possession of Negroes 
in its entourage of speakers, Mrs, Julia Brown, an ex-informant for the FBI within 
the Communit Party, has lectured widely ander auspices of the JBS American Opinion 
Speakers Büreau, although she was rarely identified in the local press as a Bircher, 
Also, the Birch Society has made some kind of league with George Schuyler, long-time 
Associate Editor of the Pittsburgh Courier and one of the lending Negros ln the right 
wing, who has joined the American Opinion Speakers Bureau. Also, Schuyler, was 
given space by the North American Newspaper Alliance to present what might be called 








the other side of the Watts protest, His right-wing activities include the Conservative 
Party of New York and numerous positions inthe organizations handled by Marvin Lieb- 
man, New York public relations man, 

Other recognized right-wingers who jumped on the riot theme were Dan Smoot, 
who devoted his August 23 broadcast to "the horror now upon us," and Gerald L, К, 
Smith, who fanned the flames with a huge poster headlined: BLACK REVOLUTION 
LAUNCHED, Smith had previously sent his veteran assistant, Opal Tanner White, 
to Selma to cover the famous march, Even От. Fred Schwarz, whose Christian Anti- 
Communism Crusade rejects the radical or extremist label, started one of his news- 
letters with the headline: REDS, RACE, RIOTS, AND REVOLUTION, 


Other aspects of this subject, such as films about the demonstrations and publi- 
cations in the field, are mentioned elsewhere in this report, as is the spotlight which 
was focused during 1965 on the outright racist groups, The fact that Governor Brown's 
special commission, headed by former CIA head John McCone, found no Communistic 
inspiration in the Watts riots bas not diminished the hue and cry, 


HL. Financial Wipport 


Our last study of the finances of the right wing was made in mid-1964 and could 
cover at the most only the year 1963 because of the lag in figures, (Some groups 
never report figures, but we try to estimate from other evidence.) At that time, we 
reported that 30 leading groups spent $14, 300, 000 іп 1963 and estimated that others 
spent about the same amount, making a total of about $30, 000, 000 in the most recent 
year. 






We also explained that this was а broad picture of the right enter movements 
cluding some conventionally conservative groups which feed material to or interlock 
with those best described as right-wing, We also explained that our data included 
only national organizations, noting that there are hundreds of others, 


At this date, we have not been able to add a full year to our previous report, but 
we do bave enough data to be able to report that there certainly has been no over-all 
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decline and that some of the most significant organizations have increased -- all this 
in addition to the new political organizations and their large budgets which were men- 
tioned earlier, 


/ Thus, the John Birch Society reports a doubling of its income during 1964 -- from 
$1, 6 million in 1963 to $3.2 million in 1964, Last year's data are not in, but it seems 


likely that the Society's gross income in 1965 was at least $5 million -- which should 

end any doubt as to its ranking as the largest single right-wing operation in the country, 
Americans for Constitutional Action, which concentrates on electing "constitutional 

conservatives" to Congress, had a record budget in 1964 -- over $200,000, Reports 


covering most of last year indicate that ACA's income in 1965 may have exceeded 
$140,000, compared with about $85, 000 in the last previous off-year, 1963.

IV. Communications 





If there has been any noticeable change in publications, bréadeasts or films it has 
been on the upward side, Certainly we have noticed no significant slackening by any 
established group, and some new publications have been added to the tide, 


(a) The circulation of regular periodicals is holding up, 





Our analysis of the paid circulation figures reported last year to the Post 

Office by 13 right-wing publications, ranging in conservatism from National Review to 
The Cross and the Flag, shows that they enjoyed a substantial increase in circulation 
in 1964 and bave held that increase since, 
was about 22% above 1963 and increased another 1%

‘The pattern for individual publications varied, Some increased circulation. 
in 1964, and continued to increase it in 1965 as well, Most spectacular in percentage 
terms was Liberty Letter, which showed an increase of 13% between 1963 and 1964 and 
then more than tripled in 1965 (249% iwrease). Mors important were Haman Events 
and National Review, The former went up by 8% in. 55, in 1965; the 
latter went up by I3 in 1964 and by another 18% in 1155. Also, in this general group, 
American Opinion (John Birch Society) lost only 3% between. 1963 and 1964 despite а 
doubling of its subscription rate and then showed a 39% therease between 1964 and 1965.

In their 1965 rank order, the leading publications studied were: Human Event 
123,434, Liberty Letter 92,379, National Review 86,273, Christian Crusade BI, 000, 
Common Sense 52,000, Christian Beacon 50,000, American Opinion 35,400, Dan Smo 
Report 33,289, and The (White) Citizen 30,490, These are all average annual paid 
circulation figures for theyear preceding the Fall of 1963, as reported to the Post Office 
Department for second-class mailing privileges.

During the 1964 campaign, а new 
paperback -- None Dare Call It Treason -- flooded the country with right-wing attacks 
on nearly everyone who has had anything to do with U, S, foreign policy, It was written 
by John A, Stormer and published by his "Liberty Bell Press" at Florissant, Mo,, his 
home, The John Birch Society admitted the distribution during the campaign of about 
1, 000, 000 copies of the estimated total circulation of 7, 000, 000; and more than 
2, 000, 000 additional distribution has been admitted by Constructive Action, Inc, 











About the time schools reopened last Fall an essay contest was started by 
the Americanism Educational League, ап old-time patriotic group which merged with 
the California Free Enterprise Association of Walter Knott, best known for his Berry 
Farm but also a big supporter of right-wing causes, Knott is also an incorporator and 
a trustee of Constructive Action, Inc., which -- as noted above -- specializes in placing 
right-wing literature in reception rooms, Construction Action, Inc,, interlocks in 
other ways as well with the Americanism Educational League, such as through M. W, 
Brainard, who is a trustee of the League and President of Constructive Action, 


In an appeal for at least $125, 000, the League said it planned to put the 
book in the hands of 500, 000 students, The League is directed by Dr, John R, Lech- 
ner, who has been listed with the American Opinion Speakers Bureau, A more recent 
fund-raising appeal was signed by Herbert Philbrick, and the contest has had promotional 
help from Constructive Action, Inc, Also, the Jobn Birch Society distributed 25 copies 
to each chapter in recent months, 


The massive distribution of the Stormer book during the present school 
year has started public controversies on several campuses and undoubtedly much un- 
publicized divisivenes 





(4) New publishing enterprises have been organized, The most important and 
substantial of these is probably Arlington House, set up recently by The Conservative 
Book Club, at New Rochelle, N. Y. It will be run by several enterprisers who are 
active in other right-wing movements and promises 5 to 10 new books a year, backed 
with the "widest advertising ever given to conservative books," Incidentally, The Con- 
servative Book Club has started advertising in American Opinion, the John Birch Society 
magazine, and in Human Events, as well as using direct mail, 
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The Committee For A Conservative Catholic Magazine, headed by top people

The John Birch Society hinted in August that one of its reporters covering the 
Watts riots in Los Angeles was producing a film to be called "Civil Rights, The Red Re- 
construction?" A few months later, Constructive Action, Inc, , advertised a film on 
the same subject called "Burn, Baby, Burn!", apparently produced by another of the JB 
reporters, Perhaps they will turn out to be the same film, 


At the end of the year, the Alabama State Sovereignty Commission made 
available the long-rumored film about the civil rights march from Selma to Montgomery. 


And а sequel to the controversial Operation Abolition"! was put о mar- 


ket as an attack on "the Vietnik rebellion." Called "While Brave Men Die," it was the

product chiefly of Donald Bruce, a former Congressman iust resi às head of

(9 Anonymous telephone messages were ordered to be identified. One of the most 
insidious communication forms of the far-right -- anonymous recordings played when 
certain telephone numbers are dialed -- started before 1965 but became prominent in 
that year and received somewhat of a set-back from the telephone company. The pro- 
gram, called "Let Freedom Ring", is operated by Dr, William С. Douglass of Ѕага- 
sota, Fla., a Birch Society member. After complaints from several civic organiza. 
tions and inquiry by the FCC and Congress, the’ telephone company required that all 
such messages must include the names of their sponsors, 








(8) Right-wing broadcasts have continued or increased. There are at least 16 
organizations or individuals who regularly broadcast right-wing messages, some on. 
television. Although the exact number of stations fluctuates, we feel sure that there 


are at least 10, 000 right-wing broadcasts on the air each week, averaging more than 15 
minutes each. 
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This does not count regular commercial broad э} might 
regard as right wing, such as those of Fulton Lewis, Jr. ак Paul Harvey. Nor does 
Tr count the "largest daily radio program, " which is conducted by the American Security

The number of organizations who are concerned with broadcasts by the 
radical right intervened last year with the Federal Communications Commission when 
it was considering а license for a station at Media, Pa., for Faith Theological Semi- 
nary, one of Rev. Carl McIntire's enterprises, The FCC granted the license, subject 
of course to the usual standards of public service programming. In a somewhat related 
action, the FCC's "Fairness Doctrine," under which anyone attacked on the air has a 
right to defend himself, has been challenged by the owner of a station at Red Lion, Pa., 
who is closely affiliated with Rev, Mcintice, 


Undoubtedly more on this subject will be heard in the near future because 
the U, S. Senate authorized last year an investigation of the application of the "Fair- 
ness Doctrine 





It should also be noted somewhere that a Lubbock, Texas, conservative 
Dayid W. Dye -- has organized a group called Medias Unlimited for the purpose of 


gaining common stock control of the Columbia Broadcasting System, 


V. Organizations 





In addition to the activity previously mentioned among political and other organiza- 
tions, the following activity should be noted for 1965. Newly-formed organizations will 
be summarized in another section, but here are some highlights about the established 
groups. 


(a) The extremists have had an unusually busy year. The Ku Klux Klan, in all 
its various forms, came under the scrutiny of Congress when the House Un-American 
Activities Committee held public hearings to learn more about the extremist group. 
Most of the Klan leaders took the Fifth and other Amendments during the public hear- 
ings, but some interesting information was put in the record by HUAC staff and ob- 
tained by reporters outside the chamber, It remains to be seen whether the hearings 
will get at the root of KKK terrorism more than they give a new lease on life to the 
Comis E DEO e the heals Tar suy legislation, but perhaps this year will provide 


the answer, 








Also, the Klan was shown up as an active jdgredient ід téPrürism in several 
Southern courtrooms, as KKK membership and plots were exposed in the course of 
several murder trials -- and some convictions, 


Similarly, leaders of the National States Righta Party, practically unknown 
to most people but equally bigoted, were exposed in Southern court rooms as the in- 

spiration, if not the perpetrators, of violence, And а spotlight was turned on the jury 
system as many prospective and empanelled jurors admitted meniberahip in the Klan, 
NSRP or the White Citizens! Councils, For instanc, z ўшгёт in the Selma trial of the 


ae 


James Reeb Case had openly escorted George Lincoln Rockwell around the town earlier 





Rockwell's American Nazi Party suffered а blow when the Internal Revenue 
Service padlocked its headquarters for failure to pay taxes. However, it remains to be 
seen whether IRS moved dramatically or wisely, and a fanatic like Rockwell does not 
disappear just because of taxes. Before he was padlocked, Rockwell's "storm troops" 
managed to harrass several peaceful demonstrations, escape jail by paying small fines 
and generally enjoy doing what they like best -- getting attention, 








Somewhere between these bigoted, militant hate groups and organizations 
which play within the rules of a democratic society without'bias are two organizations 
worth mentioning very briefly, One is The Minutemen, headquartered in Norborne, 
Missouri, and ready to repel Communist invaders with guerilla tactics. This group 
fell on hard times when its leader was apprehended for allegedly kidnapping two girls 
to work for them. Also, two caches of guns were seized, 





The other group in this in-betweea category is the Citizens! Councils, dedi- 
cated since 1954 to segregation but not to violence, Usually called the White Citizens! 
Councils, thi heeled group is still tapping Southern legislatures for sustenance, 
putting out attractive publications, and meeting regularly to deplore the evils of inte- 
gration. During 1965 they continued efforts to organize in the North but have apparently 
met with little success. 


(b) The conventional right-wing groups, varying from ultra-conservative to 
radical right, generally had a good year, 





The 10th Anniversary Dinner of National Review brought out a full-dress 
array of intellectual, political and organization conservatives which demonstrated in 
one ball room that the right wing was very much alive in 1965. The affair was ar- 
ranged by Marvin Liebman, who arranged a similar event a few months earlier for

Public Action, Inc., 2 group which organizes post-card pressure on Congress along 


the rightist line. 


Young Americans for Freedom (YAF) scored a strike last year with its 
сыйра vo EE the Firestone Tine E Rabie ee into abandoning plans to sell 
2 $50, 000, 000 synthetic rubber plant to Rumania, Sale of the plant had been approved 
by the U, 5, government, but YAF boasts of having threatened a boycott against Fire- 


stone products which forced cancellation. (Incidentally, the U, 5. government stood 
up a few months later to threats of a boycott on cigarette manufacturers who import 


tobacco from Yugoslavia.) YAF's annual convention reaffirmed its determination to 

revent any business deals behind the iron curtain, called for bombing North Vietnam 
missile sites and started militant support of U.S. participation in the Vietnam war. 
Ihe budget of YAF was reported to be $25, 000 a month, VEL ‘would put it near the 
top ten spenders of the right wing. 

YAF also organized The College Conservative Council, aimed at coordinating 
like-minded groups and headed by Alfred S, Regnery, YAF's College Director and mem- 
ber of the publishing family. Among its stated purposes, such ав providing а speakers 
bureau and publication lists, the Council was assistance to the national STOP-NSA 
office. This is shorthand for Students to Oppose Participation in the National Student 
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Association, headquartered at Indiana University to fight the liberal NSA and even get 
affiliates to drop out of the student organization, It is run by Tom Charles Huston, 
President of YAF,

340 in operation at the end of August, He says he is trying for 1,000. The JBS staff 
numbers some 250 people across the country, including a new Washington lobbyist, 
Reed Benson, son of Eisenhower's Secretary of TES Sad ardent Бает Politician in 

his own right. 


A Š25-a-plate testimonial dinner for Welch in Phoenix drew 1,000 people, 
including best-selling novelist Taylor Caldwell. (Welch told a press conference before 
the dinner that membership had doubled since President Kennedy was assassinated, | 

à JBS celebration in New York city drew 1,200 neoole at $50 а plate; Oklahoma City 
turned ош 500 to hear Welch; JBS Council member Tom Anderson drew 800 in Balti- 
more; and а full-fledged Birch leader has entered the GOP primary in South Dakota 
against Karl Mundt, а hero of the right wing. 


Founder Welch's declaration in the July-August issue of American Opinion 
that the U, S, is 60 to 80% under control of the "Communist influence” brought а few - 
protests of note, William Buckley, Jr., Editor of National Review, said ", . . it is 
impossible to defend the leadership of the John Birch Society if one reads closely even 
its contemporary utterances, |! Barry Goldwater expressed a similar opinion, Note, 
however, the distinction between the leadership and the led, The hard fact is that the 
John Birch Society is one of the most monolithic -- leader-dominated -- of all groups.

Coleman Andrews, best known as а former Commissioner 
of Internal Révenue, but also а JBS National Council member and a leader in the move- 
ment to repeal the income tax, However, we have just learned that the Director of the 
Patrick Henry Group is John J. Synon, an ex-staíf man for several right-wing groups, 
most recently Director of the Coordinating Committee for Fundamental American Free- 
doms, which spent $449, 320 lobbying against the Civil Rights bill of 1964,

on the Conservative Party ticket and has been active in the Congress of Freedom, Har. 
gis's Christian Crusade and (he Joha Birch Society, ee Нат. 
а Ehristian Crusade — ciy 
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Citizens for Constructive Action was organized on the West Coast to "sell capital- 
ism." Its founders included Walter Knott, supporter of numerous right-wing causes; 
and big names such as Ronald Reagan, candidate for Governor of California; William 
Knowland, former GOP leader in the U.S, Senate; and Joseph Shell, who ran against 
Richard Nixon for Governor in the 1962 primary as а more conservative candidate. 


There were many others, political and otherwise, which space does not permit 
describing. Besides, we know that there will be plenty more this year -- and the next. 


VII. Personalities 


In addition to all the people mentioned previously as being significant for some 
reason last year, there are a few miscellaneous or free-lance types who should be 
mentioned very briefly. 


Glena.Green, formerly of Harding College, the Birch Society and the National 
Right to Work Committee, returned to Arkansas to work for the Associated Industries 
of that state, 

Bruce Alger, a defeated ultraconservative Congressman (R-Texas) went to work 
in the Colorado Springs real estate business cf Al Hill, son-in-law of H, L. Hunt, and 
became a Trustee of Americans for Constitutional Action, Se 

N. B. Hunt, 2 son of the same right-wing promoter, showed up аз part-owner of 


American Opinion's publishing firm. 


Robert Morris, writer and speaker in the right wing and ex-President of Dallas 
University, became head of a new university at Plano, Texas.

James С. Clark, Sheriff of Selma, Alabama, became available through the JBS 
American Opinion Speakers Bureau and travelled widely. 








J. Bracken Lee, one of the oldest joiners of the right-wing groups, helped to 
defeat urban renewal in Salt Lake City, of which he is Mayor. 


Richard Viguerie, first staff director of YAF, is now on the business side of 
Human Event: 





lames P. Dees, Bishop of tbe Anglican Orthodox Church, organized units in 
several states, (He left the Episcopal Church in 1963 and embarked on a radical 
right, segregationist course. 


Major Arch Roberts won his fight with the Army for reinstatement after being 
disciplined for an unauthorized speech to the DAR, Even though he is back on active 
duty, his long-playing record attacking the United Nations is still beiog distributed, 


Obituaries oí 1965 included: Verne Kaub, old-time critic of church and school 
organizations; Benjamin Gitlow, ex-leader, of the Communist Party, U,S.A., who be- 
came popular on the right-wing circuit; Donaldson Brown, former General Motors 
executive and patron of several very conservative causes; James L, Wick, Publisher 
of Human Events; George Deatherage, once head of the bigoted Knights of the White

Camelia; and Leo F. Reardon, an early adviser to Father Coughlin and recently Vice 
President of Manion Forum. As a footnote to history, Reardon was also the man who 
talked Barry Goldwater into writing his first book and published it for him, 


VII. Countering the right wing 


As 1965 started, we lost the only real national movement to counterthe right wing 
when the National Council for Civic Responsibility disbanded. However, much effective 
work was done by Individuals and established organizations, 

Two big counter blows came from both sides of the political fence in California. T 
most single dramatic incident must have been the suit for criminal libel against a little 
band of radicals and police officers who conspired to distribute a false story about Sena 
tor Thomas Kuchel, the GOP whip, One of the key men in this conspiracy was Frank 
Capell, an ardent right-wing pamphleteer and publisher of a newsletter, Herald of Free 
dom. Although the Senator won the case by apologies and was applauded nationally for 


Courage in bringing it, Capell is still turning out right-wing material. 


The Democrats of California have also been busy countering the right wing. At- 
torney General Thomas C. Lynch published a hard-hitting investigatory report about 
paramilitary operations such as Minutemen, National States Rights Party, California 
Rangers, et al; and both Governor Edmund Brown and Comptroller Alan Cranston have 
kept striking publicly at the radical right. 





Legal action outside of California produced mixed results, On the plus side, Prof 
Arnold Rose of Minnesota University was awarded a jury verdict in a libel suit against 
Christian Research, Inc., and its Executive Director, Gerda Koch, On the other hand 
former General Walker continues to win most maneuvers in his king-sized libel suits 
against the Associated Press and a number of newspapers. 





Organizational activity included publication by the Congress of Parents and Teache 
of a pamphlet on extremism and the sounding of а national alarm about infiltration of 
PTAs. Also, the Jewish War Veterans published a booklet about the John Birch Societ 
"А Conspiracy of the Fearful." = 

The Intellectual Freedom Committee of the American Library Association conduct 
a conference in Washington which dealt with many of the problems created by right-win 
critics and others. (See the June ALA Bulletin for proceedings, including a paper by 
this author.) 





The Anti-Defamation League produced a film, "Star Spangled Extremists;" and AD 
General Counsel Arnold Forster wrote an article laying out the threat of Birch infiltra- 
tion of police departments, (The Progressive, October 1965) Similarly, the National 
Committee for Support of the Public Schools produced several films, including a panel 
discussion titled:"When Extremists Attack the Schools. 





This summary has undoubtedly missed many other constructive efforts at all level 
in countering the right wing, just as it has omitted many developments in the right win 
itself. This is particularly true of the community or local level, a regrettable omissi 
to those of us who realize that this is the real firing line, but the volume of material ır 
lead to the conclusion that the American right wing is still strong, if not stronger.

Originally а Committee Print of the Dies Committee (House Special Committee 
on Un-American Activities), this document is currently being offered in a re- 
print by California Contemporary Classics, Los Angeles, at $29.50 a set. The 
reproduction is by photo-offset and thus largely retains the appearance of en of - 
ficial government document. It is advertised as "unavailable for 19 years," and 
can be purchased from the Santa Barbara Freedom Press, as well as presumably 
from the publishers and other sources, (Adv. in Freedom Press 11/27/63) 


The original has been described by political scientist Robert К. Carr as follows 
(The House Committee on Un-American Activities, 1945-1950, Cornell Univ. 
Presa, 1952, pp. 338-9): 





"Appendix Nine" was published in seven volumes numbering just 

under 2,000 pages. It was prepared in the closing days of 1944 by the ^ 
so-called Costello subcommittee of the Dies Committee, presumably 4 
to preserve the files of the latter committee, which were thought to 

be threatened with destruction /they weren't, but were turned over to 

the permanent committee in 1945/. Seven thousand sets were published 

at a cost of $20, 000, and were delivered to the committee. When the 
publication came to the attention of the full committee early in 1945, 

it was ordered restricted and the existing copies destroyed. However, 

a number of sets had already been sold, . . . Others had been distri- 

buted by the committee /to various government agencies... 





Prepared primarily by Committee staff members Benjamin Mandel and J. B. Ma 
thews (see ibid. and John Cogley, Report on Blacklisting, Fund for the Republic, 
1956, Vol. Т, p. 121), the Appendix consists of 245 sections describing alleged 
Communist front organizations or groups of organizations, including miscella- 
neous documents taken from the Dies Committee files, plus an index of some 
22,000 names. Мг. Mandel, who told Prof. Carr in the early 1950's that the 
exhibits in the Appendix represent "a fair cross-section of our files today, " also 
said that he regretted that the volumes did not carry an explanatory note warning 
users that the presence of а name in the index did not necessarily mean that the 
Person was а subversive. (Carr, op. cit. The reprint edition currently being 
sold does include, inside the front cover, such a disclaimer, and recommends 
that "original references" be checked -- an obviously impossible task for virtual 
ly all users.) 


Prof, Carr goes on to say that "the continuing use of these volumes by intelligent 
officers or by private individuals can only lead to dangerous and irresponsible re 
sults, It is quite clear that attacks by private persons and organizations upon spe 
cific individuals are the result of access which these organizations have had to 
‘Appendix Nine.  " (Ibid.) The document served, for example, as "one of the tw 
main sources" for Red Channels, compiled and published in 1950 by American 
Business Consultants, publishers of Counterattack. (Merle Miller, The Judges 
and the Judged, Doubleday, 1952, p.82) Several instances of outright inaccurac 
in the listings are cited in John Cogley's Report on Blacklisting. (Op. cit., Vol.I 
PB. 2l and 59-61)

During years 1954-59 Bundy was also active as President of the Abraham 
Lincoir Netional Republican Club which proudly stated that it was "engaged 
in polititel action on the Right." (undated leaflet} During the 1954 election 
campaign, Bundy and the Club were charged by the Chicago Sun-Times with 
distributing a "smear" pamphlet against Sen. Paul Douglas obtained irom 
Harry Á; Jung, "notorious Chicago hate-monger." Bundy denied any 
dealings with Jung or his materials. (See Chicago Sun-Times 10/19/54 
and "Sowing Dissension in the Churches," mimeographed, Department of

Among other things, the Club sponsored "seminars" in Chicago each Febru- 
ary with the speakers chosen from the ranks of the Republican Party right.

Churchés." Не was quoted as calling "Academic Freedom. . . the ultimate 
of insánity. " (Washington Star 4/20/62) A pamphlet of excerpts from 
Bundy's Collectivism in the Churches is among the materials distributed 
by the DAR's National Defense Committee, (1962 price list) 





Philosophy: Bundy's primary theme has long been alleged communist in- 
filtration of the churches, and particularly those affiliated with the 
National Council of Churches, Note, for example, the following titles of 
tape-recorded Bundy speeches available from the Church League: 


"The Communists Are After Your Churches" 

"Moscow's Plan For A Third Rome" 

"The National Council of Churches - Menace or Promise?" 

"The Perils of the Social Gospel" 

"The Perversion of the Bible" (on the Revised Standard Version) 


As the following quotes illustrate, Bundy equates what he calls "modernism" 
in theology with "communism!

Billed as а "Documented Account of the Political Activities of the Federal, 
National and World Councils of Churches, ° the book combines the skillful 
use of quotations and excerpts from policy statements of the Councils and 
from churchmen allegedly playing key roles in the Councils with citations 

of “leit-wing" associations and activities of these churchmen. The latter 
are based primarily on publications of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and the report of New York State's Lusk Committee of some years 
ago. However, one analysis reports that of a total of 52 organizations 
listed by Bundy as "communist front associations" or “leftist affiliations, " 
only 16 are listed in the House Committee on Un-American Activities! Guide 
to Subversive Organizations, leaving 36 of which "Bundy has blacklisted on

Significance: A complex of publications and political action centering in the 
Courtneys, who distribute an ultraconservative or reactionary line on many 
economic.issues and are closely connected to the John Birch Society; the in- 
come tax repeal movement; We, the People! and other right-wing groups. 


Who are the Courtneys? 


Headquartered in New Orleans, the husband-and-wife team of Kent and Phoebe 
Courtney has been active in ultraconservative politics since 1954, Kent Court- 
ney was born in St, Paul, Minnesota in 1918 but has lived in New Orleans since 
he was a child, He received a business administration degree from Tulane 
University in 1950 and claims to have taught there, Time magazine (12/18/62) 
lists him as a former Pan-American Airlines pilot, He has also worked as a 
public relations man, Active in the Americanism Committee of the American 
Legion, he once received a plaque from that group, 


An unsuccessful candidate for the New Orleans City Council in 1954, he led and 
failed in а campaign to prevent Walter Gellhorn of Columbia University from 
lecturing at Louisiana State University in 1956, In 1960 he was an unsuccessful 
candidate for the Louisiana governorship on a States Rights ticket pulling less 
than 3% of the total vote, (NY Times 4/20/60)

Since January 1955 he has been publisher (and his wife editor) of The ‚шат 
American (see below) and active in efforts to organize a new conservative poli-

The Courtney operations fall into the two related fields of publishing and political 
action, In addition to The Independent American and their pamphlet series, 

Tax Fax, they have a "Radio Edition of The Independent American" currently 
broadcast by 30 stations in 15 states, mostly in the South (аер. Amer, Apr- 
May 1962). They have also written and published a book on the General Walker 
case, a political action Handbook and a Voting Index (see discussion of "Pub- 
lications" below,) A new book, billed as an expose! of the Council on Foreign 
Relations and to be titled America's Unelected Rulers, is scheduled to appear 
later in 1962, 


Their political activities have centered around а continuing attempt to form a 
new party dnd have included the organization of national and regional meetingé 
with leading right-wing speakers, Highlights from recent years follow, (Indep, 
Amer. primary source on meetings, For further information on individual 
Speakers, see Sec 2, GRI Directory.) == 











1959 — Courtney sponsored a 2-day meeting in Chicago (Oct. 23-24) which i 
cluded a banquet with Robert Welch and William Buckley (of The National Review) 
as principal speakers and а "New Party Rally" with Tom Anderson, Bryton Barron, 
Medford Evans, J, Bracken Lee, David Molthrop, Revilo P, Oliver and Dan 

Smoot as leading participants, Kent Courtney announced their determination to 

"get on the ballot in а minimum of 26 states" and then to hold a formal convention 
the following year, (Denver Post 10/25/59) It is not known how many stemmed 
from Courtney efforts, but presidential electors for the Conservative, Constitu- 
tion, Independent American, and States Rights parties were on the ballot in 1960 

in a total of 7 states (New Jersey and Virginia, Texas and Washington, Michigan, 
and Louisiana and Tennessee, respectively, This does not include the Nations] 
States Rights Party which ran electore in Alabama and Arkansas, } 





1960 — Failing in his own bid for Louisiana's governorship, Kent Courtney 
announced a "Solid South Conference" which was held in Shreveport June 3 and 

4. Speakers were Tom Anderson, Matt Cvetic, Medford Evans, David Molthrop, 
Robert Nesmith, Harold Poeschel, and Clayton Rand, The conference heard 
attacks on the income tax, foreign aid, "socialistic control of our farmers," and 
the "distorting! of news about integration problems in the Northern press, as 
Well ав charges (from Cvetic) of Communist infiltration of the churches, They 
formed a "citizens committee!'to finê an independent candidate for conservatives 
to back in the Fall, Mentioned by Courtney as "acceptable" were Senators Gold- 
Water and Thurmoné, Dean Clarence Manion, Tom Anderson and J. Bracken Lee, 
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Apparently in а last effort to "save! the Republican Party, Courtney suspended 
the search for an independent candidate to organize a "Goldwater for President" 
rally in Chicago on the eve of the GOP convention, Speakers, in addition to 
Robert Welch, included, Tom Anderson, Medford Evans, Harry Everingham 

(of We, the People!, a Chicago-based organization in which the Rev, BillyJames 
Hargis has played a leading role), Dohn Lewis (aide to J, Bracken Lee), anda 
surprise appearance by former Senator William Jenner, Kent Courtney claimed 
over 25, 000 signatures on a petition in support of Goldwater's nomination but, 
following the Senator's withdrawal of his candidacy, the Courtneys turned their sf- 
forts back to the movement for an independent candidate, urging Senator Strom 
Thurmond as the man "eminently qualified" since "Liberal Socialists are now in 
complete charge of the candidates and platforms of both the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties, (Indep. Ame: Aug, 1960) 


1961— Disillusionment with Goldwater was being evidenced by the Courtneys, Phos 
Courtney wrote (Indep. Amer., Jan, -Feb, 1961) that he was "shifting" to a " tmid- 
dle-of-the-road' philosophy" and speculated on a possible deal with Rockefeller 

for the Vice-Presidential spot on the 1964 ticket, In April the Courtneys were back 
in Chicago with a "Convention of Conservatives, " again billed as а "new party 
rally" and again (as in 1959) held in tandem with Willis Stone's National Committee 
ior Economic Freedom (see below). Speakers included Tom Anderson, Bryton 
Barron, Medford Evans, Harry Everingham, Congressmen Edgar Hiestand and 
August Johansen, J, Bracken Lee, and David Malthrop, 





The meeting was marked by Kent Courtney's public announcement that Senator 
Goldwater "has been tainted by Socialism" (particularly if he supported Rocke- 
feller for re-election as N, Y. Governor) and by Rep, Hiestand's announcement that 
the third party proposed by Courtney would be "political suicide and a disaster for 
the Republic," (NY Times 4/15/61 and Des Moines Register 4/17/61) (In October, 
Kent Courtney was announced as a scheduled speaker at rhe National Indignation 
Convention in Dallas, Texas but subsequent newspaper stories do not indicate whethi 
he appeared, Dallas Times-Herald 10/17-18/61) 


With Goldwater tainted’ and the third party still unformed, the Courtneys turned 
their attention to the formation of a new group, the Conservative Society of America 
and their choice for leadership shifted to General Edwin A, Walker (characterized і 
Phoebe Courtney as "опе of the foremost leaders of the rising Conservative move- 
ment," Indep, Amer., Apr.-May 1962)

gle against Communism" and wherever aid "amounts to a subsidy of com- 
petition against American labor and management" 
— ending "programs of intervention in agriculture” 
— eliminating "un-Constitutional and üm-economi business and industrial 
operations of the Federal government" 
— protecting "the right to work" 
— repeal of the léth Amendment (thus eliminating the income tax) 
— freeing the government "о? infiltration by subversive agents" 
It refers also to the "pro-Communist decisions" of the Supreme Court and to the 
need to "return our immigration regulations! to the "concept of preserving the 
American cultural heritage, "

With Other Groups 

There is substantial overlap between the Courtney operations and the John Birch 
Society, Both Courtneys have been reported as members of JBS (cf Fletcher Knebel 
in Look, 3/13/62), though they are not listed by the Society in its Committee of En- 
dorsers, Robert Welch was a major speaker at both the October 1959 meeting and 
the Goldwater-for-President rally in 1960 and sent a telegram of good wishes to the 
April 1961 meeting. (Indep, Amer,, Nov, 1959, Aug, 1960 and May 1961) While 
Welch is said to have repudiated the Courtney third-party effort of 1961 ae "'em- 
barassing to us" and to have termed Kent Courtney а publicity seeker (Congressional 
Quarterly Fact Sheet, 2/1/62), the Courtneys have continued to laud Welch and di 
fend him against critics, (See "Special Issue" of Indep, Amer,, April 1961, devoted 
to а defense of Welch and the JBS; also Indep, Amer,, Feb.-Mar. 1962, which at- 
tacks both Goldwater and William Buckley — who had appeared with Welch at the 
1959 Courtney meeting — for turning against Welch.) 

















Kent Courtney stresses that the Conservative Society of America "will in no way be 
in competition with the John Birch Society," He states that the JBS is "educational" 
while the CSA, as а "political action" organization, "picks up where the JBS leaves 
off, " (1962 letter) 


As noted, nearly half of the persons listed on the CSA letterhead are endorsers of 
the Jobn Birch Society, I is also of interest that a recent listing of speakers 
available through the JBS's "American Opinion Speakers Bureau" includes: Hilaire 
duBerrier, whose book has been published by CSA; Drs, Martin Boone and George 
Hess, both on the CSA letterhead; Clayton Rand, who has spoken at Courtney- 
organized meetings; and Willis E, Stone (see below), 


Overlap with JBS is further reflected in the close ties between the Courtneys and 
Tom Anderson, publisher of Farm and Ranch and member of the National Council 

of the JBS. Anderson, who har announced his support of a variety of right-wing 
groups ranging from Americans for Constitutional Action to We, the People!, has 
been a regular feature of Courtney-organized meetings, He appeared at the October 
1959 meeting, the "Solid South Conference," the Goldwater Rally, and the April 

1961 meeting. Ae noted below, his column, "Straight Talk," has been a regular 
reprint item in The Independent American, Anderson has been named, along with 
Welch and J, Bracken Lee, as а suitable presidential candidate by Kent Courtney. 
(Indep, Amer,, May 1961) 
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The Courtneys also appear to have close ties with Willis E, Stone and his cam- 
paign to repeal the income tax, In both 1959 and 1961 Stone's National Com- 
mittee for Economic Freedom, publisher of American Progress magazine and 
the leading anti-income tax pressure group, held its convention in dinde with 
the Courtneys! Independent American Forum, (Indep. Amer., Nov, 1959 and 
May 1961) Stone's endorsement of the paper is one of three advertised by The 
Independent American in brochures and one of Stone's Lieutenants, Dan Hanson, 
is on the CSA letterhead, Kent Courtney is himself State Chairman of Stone's 
NCEF in Louisiana (note also that Tom Anderson is a co-chairman in Tennessee), 





Another and related tie is to We, the People! Harry Everingham, who is Execn- 
tive Vice-President of that organization and editor of Free Enterprise (which is 
published by the Free Enterprise Federation located at the same Chicago address 
as We, The People!), played an important role at the Courtney-organized Gold- 
water rally of 1960 and spoke at the Courtneys’ 1961 meeting, Willis Stone, in 
turn, has served as Secretary of We, the People! (The Rev, Billy James Hargis 
has been President of the group and has a front-page column in Free Enterprise, ) 


Finally, mention should be made of D avid Molthrop, leading figure in the so-called 
"right-to-work" movement, Molthrop was a featured speaker at the Courtneys! 
1959 meeting, at the Solid South Conference, and at the April 1961 meeting.

The Independent American - A newspaper published "approximately every four 
to six weeks" (usually bi monthly) since January 1955, (It is mailed under 3rd 
class postal rates which do not require publication or reporting of ownership and 
circulation data.) The subscription rate is $3 for 12 issues and the publisher is 
listed as Free Men Speak, Inc,, New Orleans, La, The masthead lists Kent Court- 
ney, President; Phoebe Greene Courtney, Editor; and Mary Helen Brengel, Assis- 
tant Editor. A brochure cirtulated to seek subscriptions contains endorsements of 
the paper by Clarence Manim, J, Bracken Lee and Willis E, Stone, Robert Welch 
has called it a publication that "сап be depended on as being honestly anti-Com- 
munist," (JBS Bulletin, July 1961) 








Dedicated "to the defeat of Socialist and Communist influences that now pervade 
the thinking and the policies of our Federal government and the two major political 
Parties," The Independent American is made up of a combination of reprints and 
original material written by the Courtneys or Mary Brengel, Right-wing editorials 
are solicited from readers around the country and then reprinted along with 
columns and speeches (from the Congressional Record and elsewhere), Regulars in 
the column-reprint category have been Tom Anderson (from Farm and Ranch), 
Fulton Lewis, Тг. (syndicated column), J, Bracken Lee (from bis American 
Statesman), and Thurman Sensing (Southern States Industrial Council Bulleti 
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John T. Flynn and Clarence Manion broadcasts and material fromDan Smoot's 
reports also have often been used, A regular column on "What Conservatives 
Are Doing" is a useful source on right-wing activities,

C. The Case of General Edwin А. Walker - by Kent and Phoebe Courtney (New 
Orleans, Conservative Society of America, 1961), paperback, $2, Billed as "а 
documented expose," the book is built around the thesis (espoused by Edward 
Hunter and others) that the attack on anti-Communists typified by the Walker case 
is all in implementation of a Kremlin directive of December 1960, Thus, Over- 
seas Weekly is portrayed as "originally" launching the attack on Walker in 

April 1961, although Walker had been advised by superior officers "against 
extending your activities into political and related controversial areas! on three 
prior occasions, August and October 1960 and March 1961, (See McNamara 
Testimony on S. Res, 191, Sept, 6 and 7, 1961.) 





The Courtneys attack at length the memorandum prepared for Senator Fulbright wai 
had raised questions about excessive activities of military personnel in the field 

of foreign policy and domestic politics, They quote with approval Senators Gold- 
water, Mundt and Thurmond, and close with an epilogue, "What You Can Do," 
urging readers to Join the Conservative Society of America, As a footnote, 

Kent Courtney reportedly was amused by a Life editorial which termed the 

Walker book silly" and replied: "That silly little book just bought me a new Ford 
station wagon," (Life 2/3/62) 





D. The CSA Voting Index - Published by the Conservative Society of America 
in 1962, Selling for $4.00 (or less in bulk order), Based on 1961 session of 
Congress, it rates members on their "conservative" versus 'pro-Socialis!" votes, 
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While Kent Courtney had called the Voting Index published by Americans for 
Constitutional Action а "priceless weapon" in July 1961 (Indep, Amer, |, the CSA 
Index "disagrees" with the ACA Index in several instances, particularly on its 
Tating of Republican leadership figures, For example, ACA gives Walter Judd 
an 80% rating while CSA rates him at 26%; GOP National Chairman William 
Miller gets a 90% rating from ACA, but only 67% from CSA; and Minority Leader 
Charles Halleek was rated at 86% by ACA, but only 32% by CSA. (Formore

CSA Voting Index, the Handbook is billed as "a ‘do-it-yourself! kit for Conservatives, " 














F. Labor's International Network by Hilaire du Berrier (New Orleans, Conservative 
Society of America, 1962, paperback 50€). According to the preface, du Berrier 
was born in North Dakota in 1906 but went abroad in 1931 and has largely remained 
abroad since, currently beadquartering in Paris, He is said to have served in the 
Spanish Loyalist Air Force for 6 weeks gathering material "disclosing Russian 
direction of the Spanish Civil War," later to have been caught in Shanghai when 

the Japanese occupied it and to have served ina "French Resistance Group, " been 
captured by the Japanese and then, following V-J Day, to have served as a civilian 
Specialist with the OSS for an unspecified period, He is listed as "presently 

acting as foreign correspondent" for the John Birch Society magazine, American 
Opinion, as well as for The Independent American and the CSA, and as writing a 
monthly newsletter, "Н, du B, Reports", published in Huntington, Indiana, 








Labor's International Network is subtitled "How U,5, Labor Bosses Use Union 
Dues to Finance Socialist Revolts Abroad," It begins with the thesis that one 
"must get it out of his head, once and for all, that America is a two-party country, 
American unions are а Socialist Party and the Socialist Party is international, " 
It ends by saying "This is the story of Labor diplomacy in action, Every loss 

of Western position since World War П has been caused or hastened by it, Thus 
itis seen that, , , a portion of the union dues paid by each of the 13,500, 000 
members of the AFL-CIO has been used to finance activities that carry out the 
aims of International Communism, , , „ The final goal of such activities is an 
America, stripped of all iriends overseas, and ripe for take-over by the Labor- 
Socialist-Inteznationzlist who would then be able to establish the Socialist 
World Government for which they have so long planned." In between it attributes 
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to the activities of Irving Brown, Jay Lovestone, George Meany and Walter 
Reuther, together with the International Labor Organization, the International 
Confederation of Free Trade Unions, and the U,N,, virtually every instance of 
anti-colonialism and nationalism in Africa and elsewhere, The formula is 
said to Бе: form phony labor unions, get them to agitate for independence, then 
take over the government through political action, creating such chaos in the 
process that.the country falls easy prey to Communism, 


Du Berries regards: Arthur Goldberg, Henry Cabot Lodge and his son, George, 
the State Department and the C, LA, as accomplices, In a "Publisher's 
Epilogue!’ the Courtneys state that "the revolutionary activities of the AFL-CIO 
have been condoned, and in some cases furthered, by both the Republican and the 
Democrat рагез" and urges the reader to "protest the Communist-appeasing 
policies of the State Department" by supporting an investigation of that agency, 





Finances 


Financing of the Courtneys! activities appears to come from the sale of publications 
and from donations, as well as from CSA membership dues, In their New Orleans 
headquarters they have a staff of fifteen persons located in two buildings, (Look 
3/13/62) Although an earlier report (Ibid. stated that CSA was "suddenly 
prospering" and that "А recent appeal for funds brought in so many checks 
ranging in size from $100 to $2, 500 that they crammed a large box, in addition 

to a shower of smaller donations," the Courtneys are currently pleading desperate 
financial straits, At least two appeals for funds have gone out in as many months 
with the most recent (dated June 22, 1962) reporting that "current and past due 
bills now total $12, 543," and referring to the "meagre response" to the previous 
appeal, 


No doubt, as the Courtneys indicate, their current financial problems are due in 
large part tc increased activities, centering around the CSA, They have said 
that their total income in 1960 waa $133, 000 and that the 1961 figure would be 
about $180,000, (Life 2/9/62) It seems reasonable to assume that the 1962 figure 
will Show a further substantial increase andthat the Courtneys!’ operations (which 
reportedly began in 1954 with only $18 in capital -- see Time 12/18/61) are well 
on their way to a magnitude of a quarter-of-a-million dollars a year,

Background 


The numbering system utilized, under which 1966 issues constitute Volume 43, 
implies that the magazine was founded in the early 1920's. At least until the first 
part of 1960, the masthead listed it as "the official publication of The Greater 
Nebraska Club," of which Carpenter was evidently President and Thomas,Secretary- 
Treasurer, Neither the nature of the Club, nor the date on which Thomas became 
editor and publisher are known, though the latter was prior to the formation of 
Congress of Freedom in the early 1950's. Thomas became Executive Secretary of 
Congress of Freedom in 1955, although The Greater Nebraskan was not officially 
adopted by the organization for another five years. 


Format 


The format is 81/2" x Ш" magazine style. Since the Fall of 1964 the standard 
size has been 20 pages on newsprint-type paper, utilizing photo-offset reproduc- 
tion, Prior tothat, the issues ran 16 to 28 pages in size, were printed on coated 
paper, and the printing was evidently done by letter-press. 





Аз а general rule, no advertising appears, except for "shop ads" -- for the 
magazine itself or for books it is selling. An exception is the final issue each 
year. It is often labeled the "Christmas issue" and carries а sizable amount of 
what is apparently "good-will" advertising from Omaha firms, including North- 
western Bell Telephone Co. One important out-of-town advertiser, however, 
has been the Reda Pump Co., of Bartlesville, Oklahoma, which has taken a hali- 
page each year, at least since 1962. This firm is headed by Armais Arutunoff, 
who was a speaker at the 1960 meeting of Congress of Freedom. (Program) 
Gerald L, К. Smith's Christian Nationalist Crusade bas reported regular contri- 
butions -- totalling $638 during the years 1961-4 -- from "A. Arutunoff, Bartles- 
ville, Okla." (Reports filed with Clerk, U. S. House of Representatives)

second-class postal status, and is not hated in N. W. Ayer and Son's Directory

Providence Journal have also furnished material for frequent reprints, (The 
most recent was titled "The Dominican Republic Story -- Another Shameful Sur- 
render to the Communists." Spring, 1966, issue) 





Net surprisingly, Mary Cain and her papers -- the Summit, Miss., Sun and The 
Woman Constitutionalist -- are common sources.

Born in 1925 at Texarkana, Texas, Hargis went through a rapid training 
for the ministry and was ordained at the age of 18 in the Disciples of Christ, 
recently merged with the Christian Church, He served pastorates at Sal- 
lisaw, Oklahoma; Granby, Missouri; and Sapulpa, Oklahoma, where he 

was in 1950 when he resigned from the pastorate to direct his anti-commu- 
nist activities fulltime, 


Hargis uses the title of Doctor, but this is honorary at most, His ordina- 
tion followed instruction at Ozark Bible College, Bentonville, Arkansas, 

He received a Doctor of Divinity degree in 1954 from Defender Seminary, 
in Puerto Rico; then he obtained a Bachelor of Arts degree in 1956 and a 
Bachelor of Theology degree in 1958 from Burton College and Seminary, 
Manitou Springs, Colorado, In 1957, he obtained an honorary Doctor of 
Laws degree from Belin Memorial University, then located at Chillicothe, 
Mo,, but now located at Manassas, Va, In 1961 he received another honor- 
ary Doctor of Laws from Bob Jones University, Greenville, S, C., and he 
has continued a friendly relationship with both Bob Jones, Sr, + the Founder, 
and Bob Jones, Jr., the President, of that University. For example, when 
Hargis announced the establishment of а school at Manitou Springs, he said 
it would be staffed by students of Bob Jones University, 


At least two of these degrees were obtained from "diploma mills" so branded 
by the Department of Health, Education and Welfare during the Eisenhower 
Administration, (April, 1960, press release] These are his "degrees" 
from Burton College and Belin Memorial University, 





In addition, the head of the latter, Dr, Clyde Belin, was sentenced September 
16, 1959, to a one-year term in Federal prison for using the mails to 
defraud, Moreover, Defender Seminary in Puerto Rico was an enterprise 

of the late Rev. Gerald B, Winrod, a notorious anti-Semite of the 1940* 
(FACTS, published by the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith, April, 
1962, p. 230) 








All accounts of Hargis's activities comment on his boundless energy, in 
spite of his 270 pounds, Until recently, he traveled to as many as 20 meet- 
ings a month via a special air-conditioned bus which served as a mobile bed- 
room, office and radio studio, One explanation of his drive was given by 
Hargis to John Wicklein, of the New York Times (8/6/61): "I enjoyed hold- 
ing revivals and evangelism is that type of work, and I decided to become 
an anti-Communist evangelist, *** My biggest break, so far as promotion 
is concerned, came in 1953, I got the idea of ballooning Bibles into the 
Iron Curtain countries from West Germany," He explained that the U. S, 
Government at first confiscated the balloons, then approved, but that the 
publicity made Hargis a celebrity, 


A rousing orator of the old school, Hargis was once asked by a reporter: 
"Does your conscience bother you when you are manipulating an audience

them with me tonight, You know, there was a man in the back of the 
room waving an American flag. That sort of inspired me, Yes, peo- 
ple are uninformed and ignorant, but I believe this is generally true, 
and not just in my audiences, Besides, I think it is the ignorant peo- 
ple who are going to save this country," (Article by John Kay Adams, 
Assistant City Editor of the Chicago Sun-Times, in The Nation 9/30/61) 


A Hargis speech may last nearly two hours and will embrace many 
subjects, Ina speech at Houston, Hargis condemned "Communism, 
liberalism, the National Council of Churches, federal aid to education, 
Jack Paar, federal médical care for the aged, Ed Sullivan, the recent 
Kennedy-Khrushchev meeting, Eleanor Roosevelt, disarmament, Steve 
Allen, and the Freedom Riders," (Willie Morris, quoting the Houston 
Chronicle in Harper's, October, 1961) Hargis also dismissed the 
Brotherhood-of-man idea as "hogwash" and said: "I find most of those 
who criticize me are allied with those who follow the ommunist/ 
party line, " 


This attitude, which approaches martyrdom, is related to Hargis's 
protests that he is 2 moderate, For example, he was head of a group 
called "We, The People!" at least two years when it met jointly with 

the National Committee for Economic Freedom, the chief pressure 
group for abolishing the Federal income tax; yet Hargis told а reporter: 
"1 have nevér advocated repeal of income taxes, I know nothing of 
economics. I'ma radio preacher, fighting liberalism and communism, 
What we are doing is creating a climate of conservatism," (Peter Edson, 
Washington Daily News 3/20/62) 


Hargis also disclaims any racism or other bigotry, yet his program has 
been used for the most reckless kind of racism and he has had very 
significant ties with such bigots as Gerald L, К, Smith, One of the 
invited speakers at his 1962 Leadership School, R, Carter Pittman, а1- 
leged at some length that the Negro race is inferior to the white, and 
there is every evidence that Hargis knew Pittman's racist attitude and 
record when he was invited, 


Similarly, Hargis says that he has called Gerald L, К, Smith a phony, 
yet Smith quotes Hargis as once having said: "Gerald Smith has taught 
me all I know," (The Cross and the Flag, June, 1960) 


In his attack on liberals and liberalism, Hargis differs from a few 
other right-wing leaders, suchas Dr, Fred С, Schwarz, who claims 
to be against nothing but communism, Hargis, on the other hand, 
says "liberals will bankrupt us economically, Russia is waiting for 
just that, . ‚ , [challenge the leaders to get off liberalism," Yet, 
sharacteristically, Hargis issued a disclaimer with the same quote: 
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"Т do not equate liberalism with communism," (Washington Daily 
News 3/20/62) 


And always there is the tie to fundamentalist religion, Hargis began 
the statement above by saying: "1 got into this in 1948 because I 
saw apostacy growing im our churches, Liberals were discouraging 
belief inthe virgin birth, The end of liberalism will be to destroy 
the church, " 





Another characteristic of Hargis is his constant fund-raising through 
appeal to audiences, through literature and through his radio programs, 
"Anytime T fail to ask for an offering," he told Harold Martin of the 
Saturday Evening Post,"you'll know I must be sick, And anytime the 
people don't come up and buy my books after I have finished talking, 

I know I have failed to put my message across," (4/28/62) 








The result of all this activity has been to make Hargis one of the top 
right-wing leaders, The Saturday Evening Post stated that 100, 000 
Americans gave nearly $1, 000, 000 to his tax-exempt Crusade last 
year, "making it the best-heeled of all the far-right organizations, |! 
The St, Louis Post-Dispatch, during а series on right-wing move- 
ments, began its article on Hargis: "The Rev, Billy James Hargis's 
Christian Crusade is the most significant anti-Communist group in 
the nation, because of its aggressiveness and efficient use of commu- 
nications, some liberal observers believe, " (1/27/62) 

















The Air Force manual i lent: In February of 1960, front pages all 
over the country carried news stories that the U, S, Air Force had 
distributed a training manual containing attacks on the National Council 
of Churches and charging that the clergy is infiltrated with Communists, 
Under a heading of communism in religion, the manual stated: "From 

a variety of authoritative sources, there appears to be overwhelming 
evidence of Communist anti-religious activity in the United States 
through the infiltration of fellow-travellers into churches and educatioml 
institutions, " 





Reporters learned from the Air Force that the controversial manual 
had been written by one of its civilian employees, Homer Н, Hyde, 
who identified Hargis as one of his sources, Specifically, a Hargis 
publication was listed as being of "considerable assistance" to Air 
Force reservists in studying security and related manuals, It is 
titled: "The National Council of Churches Indicts Itself on 50 Counts 
of Treason to God and Country," The pamphlet attacks the Council 
on grounds that it allegedly "promotes socialism which is contrary to 
our historic way of life" and criticizes the Council for having praised 
the "Godless U, N," (St. Louis Post-Dispatch 2/21/60) The manual 
was eventually withdrawn by the Air Force, with an apology to the 
Council, 
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П. Christian Echoes National Ministry 


A few years before his success with ballooning Bibles, Hargis had in- 
corporated his operation at Sapulpa as Christian Echoes National 
Ministry, which is still the official name of Hargis's operations, 
Trustees, besides Hargis, were listed as B, T, Blunk and Loyd A, 
Wright, all of Sapulpa, The by-laws were signed by these three plus 
Betty Jane Hargis (his wife), Charles Pile, Wayne Buttry and J, Е. 
Hargis (his father), 


In 1952, Christian Echoes National Ministry applied for and received 
tax exempt status from the Internal Revenue Service 2s an educational 
and religious group, With his IRS application, Hargis sent a pamphlet, 
"Communism in America Exposed," which was an attack on alleged 
infiltration of the churches, schools and the field of race relations, 

On the latter, he referred to attempts at "'mongrelization, " 


Although he told IRS he was not advocating or opposing pending or 
proposed legislation, this pamphlet stated on page 13: "We can demand 
our senators and representatives pass laws in each state requiring each 
public school teacher, college or grade school, to sign the egüivalent 
of non- Communist affidavits, " 


His main publication, a monthly magazine, was then called "Christian 
Echoes," and he had issued a 24-page collection of sermons entitled 
"America Awake!" 


The application shows income and expenditures for the year through 
March 31, 1952 az being roughly balanced at $18,000, with the largest 
income item being about $12, 000 from sermons, and indicates that 
Hargis was paid for appearances in Oklahoma, Texas, California, 
Indianapolis, and Ohio, 


IH, Christian Crusade 


For the past 10 or 12 years, Hargis has been the star of the show at 

а growing center of operations in Tulsa, Oklahoma, In 1961, the staff 
of Christian Crusade numbered fifty, and Hargis told the New York 
Times (8/6/61) there were 100, 000 members їп 40 states, He also 
Said that the "crusade!s budget runs-to $75,000 a month, $25,000 each 
for printing, radio and administration, It mails 250,000 pieces of 
literature a month, Hargis!s recorded "anti-Communist and anti- 
liberal messages" (quoting the Times) have been reproduced by 70 
radio stations actoss the country as public service features, 


However, Hargis told his 1961 convention, according to another Times 
article (August 7), that Mutual Broadcasting System would air his 
messages nationally for six months at a specially low religious rate 
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of $38,870, After the announcement, Hargis appealed to God and his 
700 audience to raise the $38,870 — and raised it at the same ses- 
sion, 


There is no proof — or disproof — of the claim on Crusade material 
that it is "America's largest anti-Communist organization," The 
material is well-printed, and the correspondence is professionally 
handled, 


One reason for this is undoubtedly the employment of L, E, "Pete" 
White, a Tulsa advertising man who was previously employed by 
Oral Roberts, the "faith healer" of TV fame, White tells reporters 
that he built Oral Roberts from $25 in kis pocket to a multi-million 
dollar operation, then fell out over money, A few months later, 
White was called on by Hargis, who then was preaching in Sapulpa, 
broadcasting on three stations and had some old mailing equipment. 
"We set up Hargis along the same pattern as Roberts," White says, 
From $40,000 worth of commissionable radio- TV time and advertis- 
ing in the first year, Hargis now has billings of between $400, 000 and 
$500, 000, on which White!s agency receives the standard 15% commis- 
sion, (Donald Quinn, Oklahoma Courier, reprinted in Congressional 
Record 4/16/62, p, 6060-1) 


Hargis has been fairly successful in extending his program from what 
might be narrowly considered as the Southwest Bible Belt to the na- 
tional stage, and he refers often to the need for coordinating some 

2, 000 right-wing organizations, His main shows have been the national 
conventions of the Christian Crusade, held at Tulsa, but he is also a 
top officer in We, The People!, which operates from Chicago, and in 
1962 he conducted schools in several regions of the country, besides 
trying a meeting in Washington. 


Also, in 1962 Hargis announced the purchase of an old resort hotel in 
Manitou Springs, Colorado, which he renaméd "The Summit" and: started 
making into a retreat and an "anti-communism summer college," 
(Denver Post 5/27/62) Hargis held his first meeting there July 4-8, 
1962, as part of what he publicized as his "Rebirth of Christian Con- 
servatism Campaign," Similar conferences were held during the sum- 
mer at Winona Lake, Indiana; Seattle, Washington; and Tulsa, After 
announcing purchase of "The Summit," Hargis appealed for $30, 000 

to finish paying for it, 


Finances 


In 1962, Hargis opened а new "international headquarters" in a four- 
story building ar 219 South Boston Street in downtown Tulsa, but he 
was also sounding grave warnings to his supporters that he needed 
much more money, A letter edged in black announced in March 
"with a dad heart" that five important radio stations had cancelled 
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for lack of money; a July letter оз blue stationery in М: 
Hargis's handwriting told of the pressure on the Hargis 
caused by criticism of Billy James, mentioned her illness and pro- 
mised а snapshot of Billy and the child: 
contributions; and the September 14 issue of his Weeki 
gan with a red-ink headline: THIS PUBLICATION WILL ВЕ DISCON- 
TINUED AS OF OCTOBER 1, UNLESS-----! 


Betty Jane 











A September, 1962, letter from tae "Business Office! stated that 
"$22, 000 monthly has been cut from the radio budget, " that "а saving 
of $52, 000 annually has been achieved" by Hargis producing his owe 
TV shows, that a saving of $5,000 monthly was realized from dropping 
TV stations where the Crusade was paying for the time ("now all of our 
TV programs are eigher locally sponsored or they are carried sustain- 
ing by the local station,"), that "a saving of $10, 000 monthly has re- 
sulted from trimming our office staff down by 35 workers, that the 
magazine, Christian Crusade, is being printed at a saving of $1,000 
monthly, and that other economies had beeu effected by having consul- 
tants come to the headquarters, However, the letter referred to "de- 
ficits since January 1" which needed immediate contributions, 








IRS reports for years since 1952 show that the Crusade went along at 

a level of $25, 000 a year for a while, then vacio contributions started 
‘boosting the budget, In 1953, income was about $58,000; in 1956 it 
was $124,000, mostly from radio contributions but partly from the 
Balloon drive, By 1957, gross receipts were about $170,000, aad min- 
utes of the annual trustees meeting showed that Hargis was furnished 

a parsonage and that his salary was а little over $10,000, (It has since 
been raised to $12, 000.) Gross receipts reached nearly $275, 000 in 
1958, raised to $373,000 in 1959, and exceeded $595, 000 in 1960. 


Hargis claims that most of his coatributions come from the grass roots, 
He has specifically denied that Н, L, Hunt, the Texas oil billionaire who 
finances "Life Lines," has given him anything, although the New York 
Times (8/6/61) quotes a Crusade spokesman as having seid that Hunt 
Contributed to several Hargis projects, adding: "We intend to get other 
conservative millionaires to contribute to the crusade, without taking 
over the crusade for their pet ideas," 


А few years ago, Hargis publications were advertising a food supple- 
ment called "Nutri-Bio, which was sdized in 1961 by the U, 5, Food 
and Drug Administration as being "of по value in the treatment or pro- 
vention of any of the diseases which commonly occur in this country," 
(HEW release R95) Hargis disclaimed any connection with the product, 
but as late as June, 1961, there was an ad for Nutri-Bio ia his Christ- 
ian Crusade magazine, 





When Hargis purchased "The Summit" at Manitou Springs, he obtained 
a loan of $15,000 from Frank Grabem, of Strevevort, [pictured in the 
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June, 1962, Christian Crusade) but it is apparent thar most of the 
fund-raising is done by constant appeal for smaller amounts from 
believers. 


Hargis goes to considerable lengths to maintain a distinction be- 

tween his political and religious operations, apparently for the pur- 
pose of protecting the tax-exempt status of his Crusade, For example, 
һе жав quoted by John Kay Adams, Assistant City Editor of the Chicago 
Sun-Times, as saying: "I don't get any money out of this, The Christ- 
Tan Crusade pays my salary, but We, The People! doesn't pay me any- 
ting. We, The People! is political, It gives me a chance to do some- 
thing in the political area, But the Christian Crusade is strictly 
religious," (The Nation 9/30/62) 


However, Hargis's statements and writings put a considerable strain 
оп this interpretation, After the 1956 presidential election, а U, S. 
Senate subcommittee included Hargis activity as an instance of "scurri- 
lous and defamatory literature" having been distributed, The group 
reported: "Rev, Billy James Hargis of the Christian Echoes National 
Ministry, Inc. of Tulsa, Oklahoma, distributed a mimeographed ap- 
peal for funds entitled ‘Our 1956 Political Crisis! and a printed leaflet 
entitled "Stevenson and Kefauver,' Both of these items were marked 
by extreme language and attempts to link Stevenson and Kefauver to 
communism," (Report of the Gore Subcommittee on Privileges and 
Elections, issued 2/3/57, р, 19) 


Publications 


From the Tulsa headquarters comes а stream of regular publications, 
special pamphlets, radio-TV broadcasts, sermons, letters, and 
cooperation with other groups on the ultra-right of the American 
political scene, 





de, the monthly magazine, has the most artwork 
ublications, although it is only $1 a year, It runs 
about 24 pages in attractive format, with colors, Contents include 
daily scripture suggestions, a "Sermon of the Month" by Hargis, 
news of the Crusade and articles on communism, religion and poli- 
tical issues, The editorial staff (June, 1962 masthead) follows:

Radio programs: Hargis claims to have built his radio coverage to as 
many as 70 stations (М. Y. Times 8/6/61) on a public service basis 
before making a deal with Mutual Broadcasting System to carry his 
messages nationally for six months, However, he had а falling out 
with Mutual, As Hargis explained it in the March 23, 1962, Weekly 
Crusader, Mutual's regulations didnot permit the Crusade to appeat 

for funds in the broadcasts nor offer literature for sale, Also, he 
charged that Mutual started censoring the weekly broadcasts and actual- 
ly rejected one as being "controversial" or "political" instead of 
religious, He therefore started contracting with individual stations 
affiliated with Mutual — some 60 of them, widely scattered — and 
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appealed for funds ta maintain the operation and expand it,

(a) Anti-Communist Liaison 


Hargis called and presided over a select meeting of right-wingers at 
Washington, D, С., March 21, 1962. He had previously announced in- 
tentions to form а secret fraternity, with Greek letters, but he appar- 
ently abandoned this approach, After а session closed to the press, 
Hargis announced a coordinating committee headed by Edward Hunter, 
former newspaper man, a lecturer on communism, apparent originator 
of the term "brainwashing, " an Advisory Board member of Young 
Americans for Freedom, and an available speaker in the American 
Opinion Speakers Bureau of the John Birch Society, Hunter operates 
the group out of his home, in Arlington, Virginia under the title: 
"Anti-Communist Liaison — Committee of Correspondence, 1764- 
1962,"

Hunter claims in his testimony and his articles that the current opposition to anti- 
communist groups and activity in the U.S. is directed by the Communists. Ac- 
cording to him, the Communists launched а new psychological warfare offensive 
against the U.S. in a meeting held in Moscow in December, 1960. This offensive 
was silmultaneously directed against the anti-communist movement in the U.S,, 
as the only effective opposition to communist penetration of the American press, 
educational leadership, and the Kennedy administration. In contrast to this recent 
"outright Red-managed. . .and immensely more aggressive" campaign to destroy 
the anti-communist movement, the latter is "а genuine, popular movement, in the 
true American tradition, bred in the town hall and the old meeting house. " 
(Washington News Beat, 11/61) Thus, according to Hunter, opposition to anti- 
communist groups or activities in the U.S. is communist in origin. In the ap- 
pendix to his testimony, Hunter gave as examples of the печ "Вей anti-anti- 
Communist movement" a N, Y, Times article and a N. Y. Post editorial. 











In Brainwashing, Hunter advocates a closed miad because it gives a man "moral 
strength" and contributes to "а satisfying pattern for survival against mental 
pressures," (p,249) He goes on to contrast the merits of the closed mind to the 
"falsely academic" mentality that always sees some validity in the opposite point 
of view, and the liberal "open" mind; both of which he says are bound to succumb 
under the pressures of brainwashing, (pp. 258, 264)

Admitting that he himself was not а licensed engineer, he countered that "I worked 
for licensed engineers there." (5/11/61 testimony before Portland City Council) 
Also, while in California, he enrolled in Life Bible College, at Los Angeles, and 
entered the ministry of the International Church of the Four Square Gospel, founded 
by Aimee Semple McPherson, His first pastorate was in Cave Junction, Oregon, 
in 1950 and the following year he was transferred to a Eugene church. In Decem- 
ber, 1956, Huss, together with his wife, Rosalie and an Eleanor Wilson, їпсог- 
porated Oregon Christian Schools, Inc., which proposed to "provide for and give 
weekday, standard Christian education in all levels." Huss was to be President 
for life and his wife was to succeed him in case of death, resignation or retire- 
ment. (Incorporation papers) The school reportedly maintained kindergarten 
through sixth grade classes. 


In lare 1958, apparently inspired by a Schwarz Christian Anti-Communism Cru- 
sade he attended in Long Beach, Huss organized a Freedom Crusade as the "adult 
education" program of his school. (Huss has said that he and his wife were "called 
to the bigger fight" of exposing the Communist conspiracy. Quoted in Portland 
Oregonian 5/12/61.) The following year a Portland branch was opened and by 

1960 this had become the headquarters and the Oregon Christian School in Salem 
was closed. (See 5/11/61 testimony, op. cit.) In the spring of 1961, the name of 
the Freedom Crusade was changed to the Freedom Center. Huss has continued 

as President of the corporation and director of the Center as well as publisher of

of Churches has worked with Gerald Winrod (Roy, p. 280 f.) and has been 
associated in American minds with other notorious anti-semites (Roy, 

р. 219), one cannot accuse the ACCC of outright anti-semitism, An ex- 
ample of the McIntire technique is the Denton case. In 1948, William 

Denton used his December 5 broadcast for what has been called "опе of 

the most flagrant attacks upon the Jews ever heard over the American radio," 
McIntire!s method of defense for the discredited Denton was to have a Wash- 
ington, D.C. public relations man in his ACCC, W, O, Н, Garman (later 
president of ACCC), issue news release which totally distorted the incident 
and left McIntire free to disclaim having had "any association" with Denton, 
Since then the anti-semitic editor of the "Williams Intelligence Summary", 
Robert H, Williams of Santa Ana, California, has stated that McIntire is 
doing "great work." (Roy, р. 220)

In September, 1961, Roberts was told by the Army that he had disqualified him- 
self for information duty because of his activities in behalf of General Walker. 
According to the New York Times (4/22/62), he was then being credited by mem- 
bers of the John Birch Society with spearheading a letter-writing campaign on 
behalf of Walker after the latter had been removed from his command, 


In April, 1962, Roberts spoke extemporaneously before the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the Army having refused to clear his prepared text. In 

the speech, Roberts charged that Mayor Samuel W. Yorty of Los Angeles had 

a "communist background" and that Assistant Secretary of State G, Mennen 
Williams had "leftist leanings." The speech led to his suspension and subsequent 
loss of his active Army commission. Roberts later filed suit for reinstatement, 
but the case was dismissed. (New York Times 4/20/62; Washington Post 4/20/62

In 1950, she 
was one of the six Smith staff people put on the Missouri ballot, running unsuc- 
cessfully for state auditor, (Arnold Forster and Benjamin Epstein, The Trouble 
makers, N, Y. Doubleday, 1952, p. 244) In 1952, she was one of the opening 
Speakers at the Christian Nationalist convention that nominated (without permis- 
sion) Gen, MacArthur for President, (Forster and Epstein, Cross-Currents, 
N.Y. Doubleday, 1956, p. 50) Since Smith's headquarters have been moved to 
California, she has married "a television producer" and lives in Hollywaod,

Currently inactive, Allen Zoll has had several periods of prominence on the 
right-wing scene, and numerous individuals and organizations who are still 
active tie into his groups, Zoll's activities in the late 1930's earned him 
characterization as "а fascist propagandist and supporter of Father Coughlin 
(Arnold Forster, A Measure of Freedom, Doubleday, 1950, p. 74); during 
the late 1940's and early 1950's he was "а leading figure in bigoted attacks 
against the public schools" (American Jewish Committee, For Your Infor: 
tion, March, 1961); and in between he worked with such anti-Semites as 
Gerald L, K, Smith, Joseph Р, Kamp, Upton Close and the late Merwin К. 
Hart, (Forster, op, с р. 75) In addition he was associated with J, В. 
Matthews, former research director of the Dies Committee and subsequently 
on the staff of the late Senator McCarthy's Subcommittee until his sweeping 
allegation of Communism in the churches resulted in his resignation (see Ibic 
pp. 77-78 on the Zoll-Matthews collaboration); and in 1952 he was an adviser 
to Russell Maguire, owner of the American Mercury during its period of blat 
anti-Semitism (see ADL, Facts, October-November, 1959), 

















Zoll's affinity for anti-Semites is further reflected in his endorsement of Joh 
О. Beaty's book, The Iron Curtain Over America (see Ralph Lord Roy, 
Apostles of Discord, Beacon, 1953, pp. 64-84; Beaty also served on one of 
Zoll's organization --(see below) and in his proposal to work with the Arab 
League in a campaign "to stave off the influence of a 'Communist-Jewish wor: 
conspiracy," (Arnold Forster and Benjamin Epstein, Cross-Currents, Doul 
day, 1956, p. 314; see also рр. 315, 358 and 360) Finally, Zoll worked close 
with Gerald L, К, Smith's Draft MacArthur Committee in its activities at the 
1952 Republican Convention, personally leading the MacArthur demonstration 
on the floor, (Roy, op. cit., pp. 15-19) Later that summer, Zoll was in 
attendance at the Chicago rally that resulted in the formation of the Constituti 
Party.
